$3 MILLION WON'T BE ENOUGH 
TO RESEARCH CLEANING UP 
OILSANDS TAILING PONDS, 
SAYS PEMBINA INSTITUTE 





The great pools of industrial waste- 
water from oilsands operations in 
Northern Alberta—commonly called 
tailings ponds—are some of the big- 
gest human-made structures in the 
world. 

How big? Big enough to be visible 
from space. 

Tailings ponds are filled with the 
process water used to remove the bi- 
tumen from the sand, and are a toxic 
slurry of polycyclic aromatic hydro- 
carbons, naphthenic acids, salt, sand, 
silt, and clay. 

Last week, the provincial govern- 
ment announced a $3 million grant 
to the University of Alberta’s School 
of Energy and the Environment for 
research into reclaiming tailings 
ponds. But that money is minuscule 
compared to the environmental chal- 
lenge facing Albertans, says Simon 
Dyer, a senior policy analyst with 
environmental think tank The Pem- 
bina Institute. 

While industry is nominally re- 
sponsible for reclaiming the land, 
Dyer says, there is no accountability 
mechanism and no viable reclama- 
tion plan. “The Alberta government 
realizes it has a serious image prob- 
lem concerning the oilsands,” he 
continues, “so I think we are seeing 


a sprinkling of these announcements 
framed as environmental manage- 
ment rather than what they are: re- 
search.” 

Pembina supports the U of A’s 
environmental research, especially 
since much of the previous research 
on tailings ponds has been done by 
industry, but Dyer is wary that this 
money is just another stalling tactic 
designed to look good but change 
nothing. 

Current industry plans for reclaim 
ing the tailings ponds include piping 
the toxic sludge into the deep min- 
ing pits after all the oil has been ex- 
tracted and topping it off with fresh 
water. (The resulting bodies of water 
are called end pit lakes.) But those 
plans represent only hypothetical 
solutions to Alberta's environmental 
problems, according to Dyer. “That's 
never been demonstrated,” he says. 
“You can imagine: there are real risks 
if we ever saw a mixing of those wa- 
ters.” 

Brett Purdy, a reclamation research 
specialist with Alberta Environment, 
says that the oil companies are still 
responsible for environmental clean- 
up, even if the technology doesn't 
work as expected. However, he be- 
lieves the end pit lakes will work. The 
industrial sludge shouldn't mix with 
the fresh water, Purdy says, because 
it is very dense and contains a lot of 
dissolved solids, having been used 
several times already to extract the

oil from the sands. Over time, the 
water will clean itself. 

Joseph Doucet, director of the U of 
A School of Energy and the Environ- 
ment, the organization receiving the 
$3 million grant, is reluctant to say 
definitively how the money will be 
used until after he receives applica- 
tions for the grant money; but Purdy 
suggests, despite his endorsement 
of the end pit lakes, that the money 
could wind up funding further inves- 
tigations into the viability of that rec- 
lamation technique. (Other research 
projects could include investigations 
into the way tailings ponds actually 
behave, as they are much slower at 
separating the sand and other solids 
from the water than originally ex- 
pected.) 

This $3 million sum is far from the 
province's first investment into rec- 
lamation techniques. In 2006, the 
province gave the Cumulative Envi- 
ronment Management Association, 
a multi-stakeholder NGO that inves- 
tigates the environmental impact of 
the oilsands, a separate $2 million 
to look into reclamation issues. The 
provincial government has also part- 
nered with the federal government 
and industry on many other research 
projects, says Environment Alberta 
spokesperson Josh Stewart. Purdy 
adds this is an ongoing process, and 
the recent investment won't be the 
last. 

But the idea of granting approvals 





now and doing research later scares 
Dyer, who wants a stop to all new oil- 
sands approvals until a proven meth- 
od of reclaiming the tailings ponds 
is presented. “We had the Syncrude 
reclamation announcement a couple 
weeks ago,” he says. “But it’s actually 
completely unrepresentative of the 


challenge the industry is facing. That | 


was just topsoil that was stripped 
away many decades ago. In the long 
term, companies have to incorpo- 
rate tailings into the dry landscape, 
and it's never been proven how to do 
that.” 

He estimates that if all the currently 
proposed oilsands projects were de- 
veloped, there would be enough tail- 
ings ponds to fill 400,000 Olympic- 
sized swimming pools—all without 
a reliable cleanup plan. And there's 
very little that environmental groups 
or private citizens can do about the 
matter, as there is no simple way to 
sue the oil companies, says Jodie Hi- 
erlmeier, a staff lawyer with the En- 
vironmental Law Centre. 

Negligence, one of the most com- 
mon grounds for action in environ- 
mental law, can’t be used because 
the government failed to establish a 
deadline for cleaning up the mess the 
oil industry leaves behind. “There are 
no time periods tied to reclamation,” 
says Hierlmeier. “The companies can 
basically take as long as they want to 
reclaim it.”

ALBERTA » DEMOCRACY 
ELECTIONS ACT CHARGES GREEN PARTY 
$20,000 UNPOPULARITY FEE 
The Alberta Green Party is challenging a 
piece of Alberta's Election Act that penalizes 
candidates who do not receive many votes 
on election day. 

Currently, provincial candidates who do 


| not gain more than 50 per cent of the votes 
| that the elected candidate receives must 


pay $250. 

The money comes out of a $500 deposit 
that all candidates hand over when declar- 
ing their intention to run in a provincial 
election. Candidates who are elected or do 
well at the ballot box are refunded the full 
$500 when they complete their financial 
Statements. 

The Green Party lost $20,000 in the last 
two elections as a result of this rule: none of 
their 79 candidates in 2008 and 59 candi- 
dates in 2004 broke the 50 per cent mark 

A similar rule at the federal level has 
already been struck down, and Green Party 


| leader George Read is hopeful a letter to 


Attorney General Alison Redford will do the 


| trick. Ifnot, the party is prepared to take the 


issue to court. “This is an unfair barrier to the 
democratic process,” Read says. 

The Green Party, like all opposition parties 
in Alberta, will pay close attention to the 
upcoming riding boundary commission 
hearings in hopes that it will correct the 
unbalanced urban-rural divide and other 
unfair riding divisions. 

But the commission isn't expected to 
meet until at next year at the earliest, and in 
the past opposition parties have had a hard 
time influencing its findings. 


PRAIRIES - WATER

Knockin’ On Kevin's Door 


CALGARY MLA DAVE TAYLOR 
SAYS HE’S “CONSIDERING 
RUN” AT THE LEADERSHIP OF 
ALBERTA LIBERAL PARTY 





In the aftermath of the Alberta Lib- 
eral Party's crushing defeat in the 
March election, a Calgary MLA is 
thinking about seeking the Liberal 
leadership if current leader Kevin 
Taft steps down. “I'm considering 
taking a run at it,” says Dave Tay- 
lor, one of nine Liberal MLAs in the 
province. “I’m thinking pretty hard 
about it—if he decides to step aside.” 

Taft, who's led the party since 
2004, has indicated that he'll decide 
by summertime whether or not he'll 
step down as leader of the Official 
Opposition. Until then, he'll lead his 
shrunken caucus during the spring 
session of the legislature, which be- 
gins April 14. “His decision to do that 
brings us some real stability at this 
point,” says Taylor, a former radio 
host who was first elected in Cal- 
gary-Currie in 2004. Taylor beat his 
Conservative challenger and fellow 
broadcaster Arthur Kent by almost 
900 votes in March. 

If Taft decides to stay in the top 
job, he'll face a leadership review at 
the party’s annual general meeting in 
September. “Then the membership 
at large will decide what happens,” 
says Taylor. (SEE couldn't reach Taft 
for this story.) 

Prior to the March election, the 
Liberals held 16 of the legislature's 
83 seats. The Liberals had expected 
to make a significant breakthrough, 
but instead the party lost a net total 
of seven seats. In Calgary, the party 
lost one seat but gained two, boost- 
ing the number of Calgary Liberal 
MLAs from four to five. 

Kent Hehr, a rookie MLA who 
won the Calgary-Buffalo seat from 
the Conservatives, says the election 
losses weren't Taft's fault, as the par- 
ty “had the best policies that I think 
we've ever had as a party.” However, 
Hehr says the upcoming months will 
be “an exciting time of renewal” for 
the party. “Dave would make a fine 
leader,” he says. “There's probably 
some other people who are going to 
run, and we hope to have a spirited 
contest.” 

Calgary-Varsity MLA Harry Chase 
says a leadership change isn't fore- 
most on his mind. “Dave is a very 
capable individual, and we have a 
number of capable individuals within 
the caucus as well,” he says. “But the

way I look at it, it's Kevin's choice.... 


It remains to be seen what Kevin's 
intentions are.” 

Taylor says there's “no question” 
that the party has to go through a 
period of renewal after the Liber- 
als’ dismal election results. “I think 


Part of that transformation, Nkem- 
dirim says, should involve a name 
change. “I don’t believe that the Lib- 
erals can win an election as long as 
they're going with the ‘Alberta Lib- 
eral Party.’ I think there needs to be 
a rebranding.” 


Kieran Leblanc, the Liberals’ execu- 
tive director. “Is it the name, or is it 
that we need to educate people that 
it’s okay to vote Alberta Liberal?” 
However, Leblanc acknowledges 
that “there is a problem” with the 
Liberal brand in the province. “The

we have to own that, because | don’t 
believe in blaming the voter for vot- 
ing the wrong way,” he says. “I think 
if voters don’t vote your way, it's be- 
cause of something that you did or 
failed to do. We failed to engage them 
for whatever reason.” 

The 2008 election marked the Lib- 
erals’ 23rd consecutive loss, a fact 
that has many both inside and out- 
side the party questioning the party's 
relevance. “The Liberal Party has to 
go through a major renewal process, 
and a really transformative process,” 
says Chima Nkemdirim, a party 
member who ran Hehr's campaign. 


Numerous times during the elec- 
tion campaign, Premier Ed Stelmach 
linked the Alberta Liberals with the 
federal Liberals, even though the two 
parties are completely independent 
of each other. A name change for the 
Liberals has been suggested many 
times before the March election, but 
never caught on with party brass 
who defended the Liberal brand. 

“Usually, what it’s come back to 
in the past has been that most Al- 
berta Liberals are very proud of their 
brand and their name, and end up 
going back to the reality that we are 
the oldest party in the province,” says 


association between our party name 
and the federal party name is not a 
positive for us in Alberta,” she says. 

Both Chase and Liberal MLA Da- 
vid Swann respond the same way 
when asked separately about whether 
the party should change its name or 
even consider disbanding and start- 
ing a new party: everything has to be 
on the table, they say. 

“A number of people that I know 
are gradually exploring that in their 
communities,” says Swann. He says 
the Liberal Party needs to focus on 
getting through the spring session, 
and then “come to grips” with its di- 





rection. “The more important issue 
here isn't the Alberta Liberal Party 
The more important issue is where is 
Alberta going, and how are we going 
to create a more humane and sus- 
tainable province?” 

Taylor believes there's “traction” in 
the Liberal brand, and isn’t too con- 
cerned about changing the party's 
name. “If I could put together a top 
10 list of things we need to look at 
in the renewal process, I wouldn't 
want the issue of name change to ap- 
pear any higher than, say, seventh or 
eighth,” he says. If the party consid 
ers changing its name too soon, Tay- 
lor says, “we could come to the con- 
clusion... that it would be the right 
move to change the name, and not be 
any further ahead than we were be- 
cause we haven't addressed the more 
fundamental issues.” 

Instead, Taylor says the party 
should focus on connecting with Al- 
bertans and learning from the elec- 
tion. “We have to figure out how to 
make a connection, build relation- 
ships, and build trust with the vot- 
ers of Alberta,” he says. “And as we 
do that, we need to keep a very-open 
mind.”

7) 
communities nearby, which means 
there's no one to claim the tailings 
ponds are an undue nuisance to 
them—another common legal lever 
for fighting environmental damage. 
And there's a good chance Alber- 
tans will be stuck with the bill to 
clean up the mess. Dyer points to Al- 
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berta Environment's 2006-2007 an- 
nual report, which says there is $458 
million in securities for reclamation. 
(Securities are money from industry 
which are supposed to ensure that 
there is enough money to clean up 
the land.) That $458 breaks down 
to about $11,000 per hectare of dis- 


turbed land, which Dyer argues is 
not enough to reclaim even relative- 
ly clean land like Gateway Hill. (SEE 
was unable to obtain numbers on 
the total amount spent on reclama- 
tion efforts by Suncor or Syncrude 
by press time, but Syncrude did tell 
the media after their Gateway Hill 


announcement that in 2006 they 
spent $30.5 million on 267 hectares 
of land, or about $114,000 per hect- 
are.) 

Given the magnitude of the en- 
vironmental damage caused by the 
oilsands and the weak legal provi- 
sions to ensure industry cleans up 


their mess, Dyer wants the provin- 
cial government to take more pre- 
cautions before approving further 
development. And that will require 
a lot more action than a $3 million 
research grant.

I’m 
sort of scared about going out there, 
but the wife is really nervous. I just 
see myself in a pot of boiling water 
with all these natives dancing around 
me.” 

Yep, had Toronto's bid been suc- 
cessful and the world’s attention 
turned in the city's direction, Mayor 
Mel wasn’t the kind of conversation 
piece everyone would have wanted 
around. 





On the other hand, bad boy though 
he may have been, to the best of 
anyone's knowledge, Lastman never 
once opened fire on the demonstra- 
tors in Tiananmen Square, nor did 
he ever supply weapons to genocidal

I have to say, the first time I heard 
the word “boycott” following the 
vicious putdown of the demonstra- 
tions in Tibet, it resonated with me.

By the time English truly is a domi- 
nant language on the planet, it will 
no longer be English. Instead, say 
a group of linguists interviewed in 
a recent article by Michael €rard 
in New Scientist, the language will 
fragment into many mutually-unin- 
telligible dialects 


Still, some underlying documents 
will supply the grammatical glue 
for these diverse Englishes, the way 
Koranic Arabic does for the world’s 
diverse Arabic spinoff tongues. Eng- 
lish-speakers of the future will be 
united in their understanding of a 
standard English supplied by techni- 
cal manuals and Internet media. 

People like me, native English 
speakers, are heading to the ashcan 
of history. By 2010, estimates lan- 
guage researcher David Graddol, two

contempt for a nation’s actions, the 
effect has usually been to reward the 
host country with medals—more than 
they would otherwise take—when the 
competition doesn’t show up. 

I suppose you can make the argu- 
ment about it not being fair to the 


athletes who have sacrificed and 
dedicated their lives to their particu- 
lar sports. 

On the other hand, the selfish- 
ness of the claim speaks for itself: 
the right to compete for a symbolic 
piece of metal should outweigh the 
rights of people to practice their reli- 
gion, choose their political represen- 
tatives, and conduct themselves as 
they wish? 

And on the other other hand, 
the argument is often endorsed by 
“sports journalists” who may be at 
least as worried about their paid holi- 
days to China. 

But there are boycotts and there 


are boycotts. 

Prime Minister Stephen Harper, to 
his credit, has been steadfastly criti- 
cal of China's human rights record. 
He says he won't attend the opening 
ceremonies in Beijing, though he’s 
not given a reason. 





billion people on the planet will be 
communicating in English, but only 
350 million will be native speak- 
ers.

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cal manuals and message boards— 
full of slang and technical terminol- 
ogy, but surprisingly free of strange 
idioms. It’s usually also free of the 
more weird and cumbersome aspects 
of English grammar. 

For example, a future speaker of 
English would be unlikely to under- 
stand the peculiar way in which | 
express the past tense: “I walked to 
the store.” Adding a couple of letters 
(-ed) to the end of a verb to say that 
I did something in the past? Weird. 
Hard to hear; hard to say. It's much 
more comprehensible to say, “I walk 
to the store yesterday.” 

And indeed, that’s how many non- 
native speakers already say it. It's also 
the way most popular languages like 
the many dialects of Chinese express 
tense. The whole practice of chang- 
ing the meaning of a word by add- 
ing barely audible extra letters—well, 
that's just not going to last. 

When I read about the way English 
is changing and fragmenting, it has 
the opposite effect on me than what 
you might expect. 

Although I am the daughter and 
granddaughter of English teachers 
and spent many years in an English 
department earning a Ph.D., I relish 
the prospect of my language chang- 
ing and becoming incomprehensible 
to me. 

Maybe that's because I spent a year 
learning to read Old English, the dom- 
inant form of English spoken 1,000 
years ago, and I realize how much my 
language has already changed.

Chinese apparatchiks to bask jy 
their reflected glory, can be used to 
make them squirm like they've never 
squirmed before—out in the open, in 
front of the home crowd. 


But my glee in the destruction of 
my own spoken language isn’t en- 
tirely inspired by knowing language 
history. It's because I want English 
to reflect the lives of the people who 
speak it. | want English to be a com- 
munications tool—like the Internet, a 
thing that isn't an end in itself but a 
means to one. 

Once we all acknowledge that there 
are many correct Englishes, and not 
just the Queen's English or Terr 
Gross’ English, things will be a lot bet 
ter for everybody. 

I'll admit sometimes | feel a little 
sad when my pal from Japan doesn't 
get my double entendres or idiomatic 
jokes. I like to play with language, an¢ 
it's hard to be quite so ludic when lan 
guage is a tool and nothing more 

But that loss of English play is mor? 
than made up for by the cross-cul: 
tural play that becomes possible in its 
stead, jokes about kaiju and non-na 
tive snipes at native customs. (My fa 
vourite: said Japanese pal is bemused 
by American Christianity, and one 
day exclaimed in frustration, “God, 
Godder, Goddest!”) 

For those of us who spend most of 
our days communicating via the In 
ternet, using language as the top layer 
in a technological infrastructure thet 
unites many cultures, the Englishes 
of the future are already here. 

In some ways they make a once 
uniform language less intelligible. |n 
other ways, they make us all more in- 
telligible to one another.

Museum As Mausoleum? 


THE INTERIM CURATOR AT THE 
AGA ENJOYS TAKING A WALK 
ON THE DEAD SIDE—ONCE IN A 
WHILE, ANYWAY 





With the Art Gallery of Alberta in the 
middle of its exciting transitional pe- 
riod, a rarely seen girl named Caitlin 
Richards works as a curatorial intern. 
She slogs away in a basement cu- 
bicle, finishing the final components 
of her arts and cultural management 
course—and she could probably wear 
a feather boa to work without fear of 
anyone noticing. 

“This is where | want to be,” she 
says. “In a creative role where I can 
see how people connect with an ex- 
hibit. I've always been interested in 
that.” As a vocation, a career in the 
arts lies somewhere between pop 
star and a priest, and Richards is a 
person who could best described as 
“brashly shy.” Her placement gives 
her an insider's take on what goes 
into an exhibition, and it also allows 
her the opportunity to contribute to 
the gallery’s content 

Last summer, the AGA relocated 
from its faltering Brutalist home 
of many years and moved into the 
newly rendered Hudson's Bay Build- 


ing—a temporary setting for the gal-. _ 


lery before its eventual move into a 
loud and curlicued building, sched- 
uled to be completed in late 2009. 
The modesty of the new space harks 


back to much earlier days when the 
gallery was at the Edmonton Public 
Library.

This latest change in backdrop 
has inspired a new sense of vital- 
ity among the staff, but at the same 





time, it would be inaccurate to say the 
new space has shaken off that sterile 
feel of gallery-going. Openings still 
feel like a fanciful walk through a 
department store, and the spectre of 
Warhol's “Gretzky” still lingers over 
the proceedings. 

“I hope the AGA will continue to 
take more experimental risks in the 
new building,” Richards says, “be- 
cause I feel like an observer at art 
openings. They feel like performanc- 
es. If we could stage an opening as an 
event where the spectators become 
part of the event, an exhibition could 
become like theatre.” 

At the end of the day, Richards 
takes the #9 bus to Southgate. I trace 
her ride and meet her in Mt. Pleasant 
cemetery where she shows me some 
of her own artwork—an appropriate 
place to meet, given her fascination 
with artist Christian Boltanski’s idea 
of the museum as a mausoleum. We 
sit on a park bench and go over her 
drawings, which use unusually bold 
colours in rather macabre ways. 
Heavy pigment is slathered over 
bandages and joss paper; I notice a 
few spindly portraits reminiscent of 
Egon Schiele. 

We play for a while, taking photos 
of Richards’ work propped up on the 
tombstones, and at the end of it all, 
she invites me to her place for Easter 
dinner. 

Richards’ mother feeds me a de- 


lectable meal of salmon, lentil loaf, 
nugget potatoes, and tossed green 

in a living room sandbagged with 
couches, bookshelves, and kitty-cats 
Paintings of young girls and porc: 

lain dolls adorn the walls. Stuffed 
we go upstairs to explore Richards 
room—the lair of a morbid but star 
ry-eyed young woman. She shows 
me pictures of Latitude 53 openings 
from the '70s while we watch sill) 
YouTube videos. 

Richards is a healthy fixture ai 
the developing AGA, and after visit 
ing her at home I almost wonder if 
something clandestine and incor 
poreal has been overlooked by the 
Edmonton art scene, which seems 
at times like a scene always watch- 
ing and recording itself. Her acidic 
doodles may be hidden in the greater 
scheme of things, but I take that as 
a virtue. 

“Tl try to show art as glimpses into 
a secret space,” she says. “I want the 
viewer to become less passive as they 
move through it.” 

Richards’ pieces remind me of 
those little Otto Dix works that re- 
side in private cabinetry, and how 
much more evocative it is to be 
shown something intimately and pri- 
vately than on a grand scale. The gal- 
leries of Edmonton could take some 
pointers from that approach to art, 
and perhaps Richards is the person 
to help us.

Jo longer produced solely for Jewish 
olidays, kosher wine in its current 
ncarnation is far different from the 
weet, unpleasantly pungent flavours 
f its past. Aside from offering a fas- 
jnating window into the birthplace 
sf wine, kosher laws dictate that 
ost of these wines are also suitable 
or vegetarians, and sometimes even 
egans. 
The Middle East is the origin of 
e vitis vinifera species of grapes 
to which all the commonly con- 
sumed modern varieties—Cabernet 
auvignon, Merlot, Chardonnay, 
ind so on—belong), but after the rise 
of Islam in the eighth century, wine 
production declined dramatically, as 
uslims were forbidden to consume 
alcohol. Middle Eastern wine fell 
into obscurity for centuries, and the 
Western demand for kosher wines 
as met largely by sweet, heavy 
erican wines. (Think Manisch- 
itz and Palwin.) 
The generative, neon 1980s saw 
kosher wine revolution: the fall of 
eet wines and the rise of high-end 
vinifera, dry Israeli wines, and their

international counterparts. 

Modern winemaking technology 
kickstarted this process, and though 
the majority of the commonly avail- 
able kosher wines are still of the 
sweet American hybrid variety, there 
are a few producers who have em 
braced the new style, such as Cal 
ifornia’s Herzog, France’s Chateau 
Valandraud, and Spain's Capcanes 
Even Canada has a few kosher wine 
producers, though in Alberta you'll 
probably only find the fruit wines 
from Rodrigues of Newfoundland. 
(Yes, even the Newfies are making 
wine!) 


Orthodox Processes 
Kosher wines gain much of their 
esoteric, almost mystical nature 
through the methods in which they 
are produced. The wineries follow 
strict rabbinical practices that meet 
the basic requirements of kashrut 
law: essentially, kosher wines may be 
made from any grape, in any style, 
but only Sabbath-observing male 
Jews may participate in the produc- 
tion process. (This rule encompasses 
all aspects of winemaking, from 
planting and harvesting to ferment- 
ing and bottling.) 

Kosher wines made in Israel are 


even more strictly regulated, as they

must conform to rigid agricultural 
laws, among them: 

* Vines cannot be used to make 
wine until their fourth year. 

+ Every seventh year, the land must 
be left fallow. (Though in practice, 
vineyards are symbolically “sold” to 
a non-Jew to allow continual produc 
tion.) 

- Barrels must be cleaned three 
times before use 

* There must be a ceremony in 
which just over one per cent of the 
wine is poured away, in honour of 
the 10 per cent tithe set aside for 
Levites and priests in the days of the 
Jerusalem Temple 

While wines labeled “kosher” meet 
all standard requirements, those la- 
beled “kosher for Passover” meet ad 
ditional criteria: they have not come 
into contact with any bread, dough, 
or grains. The third level of kosher 
is the Mevushal standard, which dic- 
tates that the wine has undergone a 
boiling process, rendering it fit to be 
served by non-Jews or non-obser- 
vant Jews at Jewish functions

Battle Of The Vietnamese Subs ' 


OUR FOOD COLUMNIST DECIDES 
TO SEEK OUT EDMONTON'S 
BEST BANH MI, AND ENDS UP 
SPENDING UNDER $10 





The great anomaly of Asian food 
must be banh mi, the Vietnamese 
version of the submarine sandwich. 
As you've probably noticed, not 
many Asian dishes come served on 
bread, nor do many feature the pe- 
culiarly coloured cold cuts of the sort 
favoured by North American brown- 
baggers and hoagie enthusiasts. 

Along with dark roast coffee, banh 
mi (or at least the baguette part of 
it) is one of the most obvious culi- 
nary bequests from France's days as 
a colonial power in Indochina. To the 
traditional French crusty torpedo 
roll, Viet snackers added pickled car- 
rots, cucumber, cilantro, and their 
indigenous versions of pork liver 
paté and luncheon meat, including 
gid thu—Vietnamese headcheese (or 
a terrine, if that sounds more appe- 
tizing), incorporating bacon and a 
whiff of lemongrass. 

I had the bright idea to go and 
compare a few of the banh mi outlets 
around 97 Street. I regret to inform 
you, however, that my food-journal- 
ist sense of curiosity is bigger than 
my stomach, so | only managed to 
sample two places before | called it

a day. All the same, | feel honour- 
bound to deliver the results of my 
truncated quest. 

My first ‘stop was Nhon Hoa 
Sandwich Bar (9718-106 Ave., 425- 
0932), just around the corner from 
the Nhon Hoa Supermarket and a 
five-minute walk from Nhon Hoa 2, 
the satellite sandwich counter that 
testifies to the original's relative suc- 
cess. 

Success, however, has not gone to 
Nhon Hoa's head. Aside from the 
handwritten postings and the fes- 
tively hued jellied desserts glistening 
extraterrestrially from a folding table 
near the till, there’s almost nothing 
decorative about the interior, where 
numerous refrigeration cases with 
empty racks haye come to their final 
repose. Add to that the astringent 
fragrance of mothballs, and you're 
almost glad the place has no room 
for seating. 

Nhon Hoa’s menu, screened in blue 
and red on white plastic decades ago 
when the place first opened, spans 
a few Vietnamese dishes, from the 
aforementioned subs to vermicelli 
with beef or pork to rolls of the salad 
and spring variety at consistently 
low prices. My selection, the #3 sub 
with bacon roll and jambon sausage, 
was priced to move at just $3.25 (in- 
cluding GST).

chicken and melted white cheesy 
which cost a buck more. My hoy 
assured me they were awesom 
Through a conversation neither ¢ 
us seemed to comprehend entire) 
she also sold me a parfait cup d 
coconutty bean-and-rice  dessey 
($1.50) topped with evaporated mill 
‘Not really my thing, but I worked z 


it earnestly until she placed a wary 
baguette wrapped in red and whit 
wax paper under my nose. 

This sub was a generously fille 
with a wider variety of more innoc 
ous-looking cold cuts than Nhio 
Hoa, but there was no garlicky ma 
onnaise or chili slices to prink th 
palate. Still, the sweet crunch of thi 
veggies over silky paté and refresh 
ing cilantro aftertaste made the ove 
all effect quite pleasing. The wal 
paper wrapper, however, did nothin 
to prevent crumbs from flying every 
where. 

So there you have it: Nhon Ho 
might be the more authentic ban) 
mi vendor, but Hoang Minh is mor 
aesthetically pleasing and gives yous 
place to sit.

Florida-based expatriate Canadian 
dancehall remixers South Rakkas 
have taken what they learned from 
living in Canada’s 
make-up and developed an eclectic, 


multicultural 


open-concept brand of electronic 
music that is gaining attention from 
artists worldwide. 

“Growing up in Canada, it is just 
as multicultural as everybody says it 
is,” says Dennis “Dow Jones” Shaw. 
“I grew up in a school that had ev- 
ery kind of ethnicity and every kind 
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of music: The house music, the rave 
stuff, the jungle, the hip-hop. We 
went through all of those phases up 
there. You can kinda hear it in the 
music that we do now, I think, and 
that’s natural to us. A lot people say 
we're trying to do crossovers and 
stuff, but we're doing what we think 
is dancehall.” 

Up until six years ago, Shaw and 
fellow South Rakkas member Alex 
Greggs called the diverse Toronto 
suburb of Mississauga home. As 
teenagers, the two spent most of 
their time collecting records, dwell- 
ing in local clubs, and setting up their 
own sound systems for basement 
parties. Eventually dissatisfied with 
the lack of industry support for do- 
mestic artists, the two friends moved 
their base of operations to Orlando, 
Florida. 

“As a Canadian, ] you live so close 
to this giant, you buy into everything 
that is U.S.-made,” Shaw says. “Can- 
ada doesn’t buy domestic product 
when it comes to urban music. There 
is a market for it: you can sell plati- 
num records by 50 Cent and all of 
these other hip-hop artists but, as far 
as domestic artists go, to really get 
respected in Canada, they still have 
to excel in other markets. I think that 
things could be done a little differ- 
ently as far as how the government 
gives money away. They should re- 
ally focus on trying to break artists 
internationally rather than domesti- 
cally.” 

Since moving stateside, South 
Rakkas no longer rely on domestic 
support; instead, they’ve thrived by 
exporting their heavily processed 
mixes to audiences in the U.K. and 
Australia. “My goal has always been 
to broaden the market for dancehall 
artists, dancehall music—anything re- 
lated to dancehall and reggae,” Shaw 
says. “It's dance music. It makes 
people feel good... but a lot of people 





in these other types of markets that 


we tour to won't go to the dancehall 
scene. So what we're trying to do is 
bring it to them by fusing music and 
making it a little bit palatable.” 

And so far, the fusion is working 
“Response has been great. I've been 
in places that you'd think would have 
no knowledge of reggae and dance- 
hall music. I play these songs and 
people are singing the stuff.” 

Besides working with dancehall 
stars like Elephant Man and Bounty 
Killer, Shaw and Greggs have also 
created remixes for the likes of Beck, 
DJ Shadow, and Lily Allen. “The 
more different the artist is from us, 
the better the remixes come out,” 
says Shaw, who's especially excited 
about an upcoming project slated 
for a summer release: a remix for 
California art 
“[Florida producer] Diplo was frea- 
kin’ on that song. He was lovin’ it. 
That's the kind of stuff that I want 
to be called on. Once in a while, we

get a call from the representative of 
an artist who has nothing to do with 
anything that we do. For them to call 
us for a remix, that feels really good 
You open it up for more fans. You 
can bring their fans into your world, 
and we can bring our fans into their 
world.” 

When Shaw talks about the new 


_music inspiring South Rakkas to 


continue expafiding the definition 
of dancehall, he starts sounding like 
Marshall McLuhan celebrating the 
global village: “I like the fusion that 
is going on,” he says. “I’m liking the 
fact that people are mixing different 
languages, different vibes. In Ger- 
many you'll hear stuff from Brazil. 
Technology is bringing the world 
closer together. The world is getting 
smaller and people are accepting 
music for what it is. If it’s good, if it 
makes them feel good, they're down. 
People want to get together.” 
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Would it be too obvious to say that 
Annabelle Chvostek is a resilient 
woman? 

Yes, yes it would; but necessity 
drives all story leads, and besides, it’s 
an absolutely true observation. After 
serving two years with The Wailin’ 
Jennys as a replacment for Cara Luft, 
Chvostek struck back out last year to 
concentrate on her solo career, ig- 
noring the, acclaim and commercial 
success that followed the group's 
2006 Firecracker album (which 
featured the Chvostek-penned “The 
Devil's Paintbrush Road,” that year’s 
most-played Canadian song on folk 
radio) 

Her fifth release, Resilience, in- 
cludes songs written during and af- 
ter her tenure as a Jenny, with a few 
more hammered out as the recording 
progressed. 

“We started out with close to 20 
songs, and jumped into the songs we 
were most excited about,” says Ch- 


etically analogous.” 

Seems they were thinking themati- 
cally as well; Chvostek characterizes 
the album’s title as a metaphor that 
runs through the record, moving 
from the personal to global perspec 
tives. 

“It happened in the sequencing,” 
she explains. “I had planned in prose 
what | hoped to accomplish with the 
record... It seemed to start at per 
sonal reflections on relationships and 
love, getting through heartbreak and 
moving into new love, and then into 
broader reflections on the world,” 

The rest of the album loosely fol- 
lows that template—ruminations on 
obsessive love that winds into lust 
(“Piece of You”), or out-of-control 
passion (“Runaway Lane”), or rev 
eries on scattered memory both per- 
sonal (“Seven Years”) and as pointed 
social commentary (“The Sioux”) 
The lyrics tell stories that the music 
frames in varied ways—feinting to 
rock (“I Left My Brain”) and back 
to roots (“Seven Years”), with little 
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Browne providing strings. Chvostek 
herself shows off impressive chops 
on a list of instruments including ac- 
cordion, mandolin, Rhodes piano, vi 
olin, guitar, and beat programming 
She even teamed up with Canadian 
folk legend Bruce Cockburn to write

‘When I gave him the words | 
had to the song I don't know quite 
what 1 was expecting back, but he 
sure made interesting choices,” she 
laughs. “Now there's a man who 
knows how to work the personal into 
the political.” 

And then there's “Racing With the 
Sun,” a somber little number by not 
ed children’s entertainer Ella Jenkins, 
who as a black woman in the ‘50s and 
‘60s encountered a great deal of dis 
crimination while plying her trade 
It might seem like an odd choice 
for the album's only cover song, but 
Chvostek feels that it shares similar 
qualities with her own self-penned 
tunes. “The song has its own resil-

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ENVIRONMENTALISM IS 

CATCHING ON IN THE MUSIC 
BIZ, BUT THEY NEED A LESSON 
IN THE DEFINITION OF “GIFT” 





It's long been obvious that for this 
creature named “environmental- 
ism” to really fly, it's mostly going 
to need businesses to help. As Ma- 
clean’s dourly pointed out a couple 
issues back, even if every American 
home switched to energy-saving 
lightbulbs, the effect would immedi- 
ately be wiped out by two new me- 
dium-sized coal plants—and China is 
building one a week. 

For years now, Universal Music 
has sent out heavy media packages 
to industry folks, fat with book-sized 
photocopies of upcoming releases. 
One new release per page, full of 
marketing details and guesses as to 
what the final cover art of upcom- 
ing CDs might look like. When I was 
substitute rock writer for the Sun 
for almost a year, I never wanted for 
scrap paper, but sadly recycled most 
of this mountainous marketing in- 
formation. Now imagine something 
heftier than Chatelaine coming in 
every week, but to every newspaper, 
record store, and radio station across 
various continents. You could build a 
house out of it in a day, never mind 
what kind of lightbulbs you screw 
inside it 
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Local Universal rep John Dun- 
ham is personally putting a stop to 
this waste. “In order to save a few 
trees, I’m going to discontinue ser- 
vicing paper versions of our new 
release books and simply notify you 
via e-mail when they are up on our 
umusicbiz.ca website,” he wrote in a 
recent e-mail. “I took it upon myself 
to make that choice.” 

Awesome news, and more than a 
few trees are thankful. Hopefully it'll 
catch on with the whole company. 

Seeing as we're already talking 
about one of the last labels to sur- 
vive the Great Digital Purge, there's 
unfortunately bad news coming 
out of Universal Music Group, too. 
Down in California, UMG—through 
the extremely litigious industry body 
RIAA-~is suing an online used-CD 
seller, specifically because he’s moy- 
ing third-hand promo CDs around 
for cash. They already got him shut 
down on eBay, even though they had 
no legal right to do so. 

The company contends that promo 
discs are intended for only one pur- 
pose—promotion—and the warning 
stickers prove it. But it turns out that 
if a label sends anyone a promo, it's 
actually illegal to expect anything in 
return. The stickers are moot. That's 
why a more shady company can't 
send you something you didn't ask 
for, then bill you. It means whoever 
gets the discs in the first place has 
total, legal rights to the object. It’s 
considered a gift. And this poor eBay 
seller is even further detached. 

But now, Universal contends the 
opposite, saying that you aren’t even 
allowed to throw away unwanted 
CDs. The only place this type of ex- 
change makes sense is Goblin Law 


in Harry Potter. In J.K. Rowling 
world, goblins believe that the m 
er of an artistic object maintain 
an ongoing ownership interest 
that object even after it is sold, and 
is entitled to get it back when | 
purchaser dies. It'll be an interest 
ing battle. Meanwhile, in the muggle 
universe... 

Calling all music nerds: Raymond 
Biesinger, with a little help from me 
you, and everyone we know, is com 
piling a beautiful, completist chart of 
Edmonton's entire indie history 
at www.fifteen.ca/thechart. If you 
want to put in your two cents (or ob 
scure references to bands from three 
decades ago like One Horse Blue) 
head to the site and cheek what he's 
got first. I’ve been working all after 
noon collecting data, and can’t wait 
to wrap this thing as a poster around 
my house. Good job, Ray! 

We love nibble-sized concert re- 
views around here, and this week 
Electricity for Everybody! wins 
The small crowd in Velvet Under- 
ground was pretty much floored by 
the level of sophistication, style, and 
clarity of this indie rock band, and 
I don't know if Brent Oliver's ever 
sound-mixed an act so perfectly. With 
disparate dueling vocalists brilliantly 
harmonizing, their stage presence 
alone was soul-savingly natural 

There are too many bands out there 
who twitch and pose like they're 
playing “the band” in a Fringe play;

Having recently completely a six- 
week tour of the States opening for 
former KISS guitarist Ace Frehley, 
The Trews are as hard-working as 
_ever, still climbing the rockpile, still 
playing to new faces in new places, 
and still getting the kind of feedback 
that makes it all worthwhile. 

Well, for the most part. 

“I was approached in New York 
City by a guy who said he was a fan 
but that thought | should leave my 
politics out of it,” says vocalist Co- 
lin MacDonald. “And that his sister 
wanted to kick my ass. 

“They don't like it when Canadians 
poke their noses into their politics,” 
he continues with some bemuse- 
ment. 

The incident wasn't the first of its 
kind for the Nova Scotia-born, To- 
ronto-based four-piece down south 
since the release of their third album, 
No Time for Later. One track in par- 
ticular has caused all the trouble: 
“Gun Gontrol,” which MacDonald 
wrote following the Virginia Tech 
massacre that left 32 people dead 


“| don't really see it as a political 
issue,” he says. “I see it as a fuck- 
ing frustrating issue. For a while it 
seemed to happen once or twice a 
month, where there were kids be- 
ing senselessly killed. | think that 
kind of thing transcends borders and 
politics, and I was angry about it and

irresponsible, maybe it was neces- 
sary, but it's hard to see anyone not 
feeling that way when they see some 
fucking idiot talking about how they 
should arm kids at school to protect 
them.” 

New songs like “Gun Control” and 
“Paranoid Freak”—inspired by the 
culture of fear perpetuated by the 
U.S’ “War on Terror” (and its ef- 





fects on people like The Trews who 
make frequent crosses at the bor- 
der)—mark something of a departure 
for the classic rock-inspired, party 
anthem-peddling Canucks. (Here's a 
band that isn’t afraid of adding little 
more cowbell.) MacDonald chalks it 
up to getting older, wiser, and little 
more confident as a lyricist. 

“Our early songs were literally 


just big rock songs that didn’t reall, 
have that much meaning,” he says 
“There's still songs like that on thi 


* album—like our first single [‘Hold 


Me in Your Arms’]. But as | get older 
I just don’t want to keep writing th: 
same things over and over again. You 
want to start spreading your wings 
and, for better or for worse, taking 
a risk.” 

The same sentiment seemed t 
hold true, sonically speaking, as The 
Trews recorded their latest album 
Somewhat frustrated with their rep 
as a solid live act, but somewhat less 
inspired studio craftsmen, they too! 
a more painstaking approach to pie 
ing their tunes together this tim: 
around. Previously, the-band would 
all assemble in the studio and blast 


through a few takes, selecting th 
best one, but this time around they 
paid more attention to each compc 
nent of the sessions. 

“We did the drums in Toronto, the 
bass in Toronto, separately,” Mac- 
Donald says, “and then we did t 


guitars and vocals in Brooklyn. It 


was a long process, but we're happy 


with the results. I was really excited 





to do it that way, to make a really 
good-sounding recording, but now 
I'm at a place where I wouldn't mind 
going in and doing something live off 
the floor. Every time we finish some 
thing, I rebel against the way we just 
did it.” 
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EAR TO THE ASPHALT ANN VRIEND 
OYSTERBAND’S JON JOHNS 
SAYS THAT IF YOU WANT TO 
SEE SOME REAL DRINKING, 
HEAD TO A SWEDISH ICE HOTEL 





Jon Johns, singer and co-founder of 
the legendary Brit folk-rock group 
Oysterband says one of his most 
memorable gigs was in a town called 
Kiruna, in northern Sweden. 

“It's the furthest north we've ever 
been—even further north than Atha- 
basca,” he says, demonstrating his 
rudimentary knowledge of Albertan 
geography. 

“We arrived by the smallest plane 
you could think of, into Kiruna, 
which is a mining town for iron ore. 
There's a big mountain of iron ore 
waste, and we get into the one hotel 
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in town, which is on a hill, and ev- 
ery place is turned in on itself to get 
away from the incredible winter. It's 
one of those places where a Cold War 
James Bond spy movie is set. 

“Immediately after we check in, 
we go off to see this Ice Hotel, where 
every year they build this hotel with 
blocks of ice. You can actually stay in 
it—there are candles, beds made up 
with firs, a bar. There’s even a chapel 
with beautiful candles and ice drip- 
ping down. It lasts for a few months 
each winter and then it dissolves and 
they rebuild it each year.” (In fact, a 
James Bond movie was set there—Die 
Another Day featured an extended 
sequence at the famous ice hotel.) 

“It's a crazy experience for people 
with probably too much money,” 
Jones says. “It's for the people who 
have tried every other hotel.” 

He quickly adds: "We weren't stay- 
ing there.” 

Finally he gets into describing 
the Kiruna gig. “It was a Saturday 
night, and everyone around came to 
the Oysterband show. The strang- 
est people you had ever seen in 
your life were congregated there. | 


mean, we're a Celtic rock band, we 
play British stuff. And yet, | saw so 
many different forms of dancing. 
There were elderly couples waltzing, 
some kids in the front were raving, 
completely off their heads, and some 
people doing the rock ’n’ roll thing. 
It was just one of those amazing sort 
of gigs. 

“But,” he adds, “it had sort of a 
violent edge to it. You just thought 
at any moment some of these guys 
could kick off.” 

And after Oysterband finished 
their set., some of them eventually 
did. 

“People said that our music sort of 
caused it,” Johns says. “You know, we 
play pretty wild—" 

“They blamed the music for the 
fight?” I interrupt. 

“Yeah, well, the atmosphere that 
was created... Our music seemed 
to be an excuse to sort of liberate all 
sorts of behaviour. I guess it's ‘cause 
our music is associated with drink- 
ing" 

With that line of logic, I think, 
Marvin Gaye could be blamed for 
unwanted pregnancies. 


“It's the drink that really caused 
the violence,” Jones pipes up, after 
a pause. “It's a hard-drinking min- 
ing town in the north of Sweden. I 
mean, what else do you do? They'd 
been working hard all week, and had 
a lot of money to spend.” 

“Doesn't sound unlike some towns 
in Alberta,” I say. 

Johns laughs. “It’s like the north of 
Britain as well. You either get a girl- 
friend on a Saturday night, or you 
have a fight.” 

“Physical interaction one way or 
another.” 

“It was interesting to see this didn't 
just happen in the north of Britain, 
where I was brought up,” Johns says, 
“but also in Sweden, which is quite 
a well-behaved country. Although 
this wasn’t Sweden so much; it was 
just somewhere really remote and 
in a sense, God-forsaken, in a really 
hostile environment. People were 
working hard, playing hard, and liv- 
ing a life that was so removed from 
the rest of the sort of normal things 
we do.” 

I too feel relieved that the rig-pig 
behaviour found in oilpatch towns is 


not unique to our province—until it 
hits me that the universality of this 
phenomenon may actually be pretty 
depressing. 

“T think a lot of it is also this thing 
where you work all week, really hard, 
and then you’ve just got Friday and 
Saturday to play, and you go mad,” 
Johns says. “And you live with your 
guilt on Sunday.” He laughs. “It's 
a Calvinist, north European thing: 
the Protestant work ethic, being let 
off the leash, drinking too much, 
and guilt. In fact, there’s a wonder- 
ful saying you've reminded me of, 
to do with the drinking culture of 
northern Europe as opposed to the 
drinking culture of southern Europe. 
In southern Europe they drink little 
and often, and in northern Europe, 
it's oblivion or nothing.” 

The Oysterband plays Edmonton 
at Festival Place on April 19. Some- 
how, I highly doubt their music will 
cause any unruly behaviour in our 
city’s sleepy suburb, but I suppose it 
depends how many northern Euro- 
peans are in the audience.

Whether you like him or not, there’s no denying 
that Jack White is a talented man, Not to short- 
change the other Raconteurs either. it's just that 
White is the standout member of the band on 
their latest album, Consolers of the Lonely. A tempo-shifting song like “Many 
Shades of Black" is more White than its name lets on, and the roaring strut-rock 
of the single “Salute Your Solution” is all White, even as he shares tag-team 
vocals with Brendan Benson. And the rest of the talented tetrad (namely fel- 
low Bible-belt musicians Jack Lawrence and Patrick Keeler of The Greenhornes) 
Never quite escapes White's shadow in songs like the wild “Five on the Five” and 
“Attention.” 

Consolers takes the raw energy White conjures up on all of his albums, and adds 
twangy banjo and some melodramatic Biblical allusions to the mix. None of 
which is surprising, given the many similar musical groups White has initiated in 
the past (like The Do-Whaters, formed with other Raconteurs for the sole pur- 
pose of performing on Loretta Lynn's 2004 Van Lear Rose album). Not even the 
album's dressed-up cover theme should come as a surprise, considering White's 
love for theatrics. What is surprising about Consolers of the Lonely is that it's 
every bit as catchy and upbeat as the output of the overworked White's other 
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projects. Granted, he's got a little help from his friends.

Ruzowitzky’s central character is 
Salomon Sorowitsch (Karl Markov- 
ics), a fictional creation based on the 
ee Jewish criminal Salomon 

‘Smolianoff, who operated a thriv- 
















‘ing business in Berlin forging money 
3 passports before the Gestapo fi- 
nally catches up with him. 
For the next few years, he lives by 
his wits, keeping his true thoughts 
hidden behind a gaunt, expres- 
Sionless stare and doing whatever 
it takes to survive—whether that 
eans painting adoring portraits of 
he prison guards or supervising the 
day-to-day operations of Operation 
Bernhard. If he’s troubled by guilt, 
he doesn't show it—“I refuse to let

them make me feel ashamed to be 
alive,” he tells a fellow inmate—but 
the surreptitious acts of generos- 
ity and bravery he performs for his 
cellmates (when he thinks he can 
get away with them) indicate that he 
hasn't lost his humanity 

But should Sorowitsch and the 
other Bernhard prisoners have done 
more to undermine the Nazis’ plan? 
One prisoner repeatedly delays the 
creation of a counterfeit dollar by 
sabotaging Sorowitsch’s negatives— 
much the alarm of the others, who 
know the Nazis will have no qualms 
about killing them if they fail to pro- 
duce results. At the same time, the 
men also suffer tremendous guilt at

being given preferential treatment 
(suits, soft beds, good food, even a 
Ping Pong table) while the sounds of 
atrocities keep filtering through the 
thin walls of their barracks. 

I wish Ruzowitzky had included 
more details about the mechanics 
of producing counterfeit money into 
his script—if only so we could better 
appreciate Sorowitsch’s artistry and 
the technical challenges he was able 
to overcome. (Markovics subtly sug- 
gests that Sorowitsch is also moti- 
vated simply by professional vanity— 
finally, he’s getting the counterfeiting 
workshop he's always dreamed of!) 

There's a nice irony in the way Ru- 
zowitzky portrays the Nazis’ attitude

toward their prisoners’ talents—as if 
the operation's success confirmed the 
sneaky cunning of the Jewish race, 
not the sneakiness of the Aryans 
who thought it up (and threatened to 
kill the Jews if they didn’t help out). 
The Counterfeiters became the 
object of a certain amount of deri- 
sion among film critics when it won 
the Oscar for Best Foreign Film in a 
year when several more innovative 
pictures (including Persepolis, The 
Edge of Heaven, Silent Light, Secret 
Sunshine, and especially 4 Months, 
3 Weeks and 2 Days) weren't eyen 
nominated. Its victory also seemed to 
play into the Academy's well-known 
tendency to reward films for the wor-

cially Holocaust stories) rather than 
their cinematic artistry. 

The Counterfeiters is definitely a 
conventional choice among a con- 


ventional slate of nominees—the 
Academy really doesn’t seem to be 
keeping up with the latest develop- 
ments in world cinema—but as Os- 
car-friendly foreign films go, it’s an 
honourable addition to the genre, 
with a brisk script and a loose direc- 
torial style that values pace over pon- 
derousness. 

Maybe another movie should have 
gotten the Oscar instead, but that 
doesn’t make The Counterfeiters’ 
virtues any less real.

What exactly is going on inside Joan 
Greenwood's mouth that enables her 
to produce those wonderfully plum- 
my vowel noises—the greatest voice 
in the history of motion pictures? 
Was she born with a double-jointed 
soft palate? Is she closing off air to 
her trachea in some way? Or is she 
swallowing her tongue with every 
line of dialogue? Or maybe all three 
at once? 

Whatever she’s doing to herself, 
she must be well-practiced at it, be- 
cause in all of her scenes as Gwen- 
dolyn Fairfax in the 1952 British 
film version of Oscar Wilde’s The 
Importance of Being Earnest she 
exhibits a preternatural poise and 
calm. So serene is she, so perfectly 
posed in her spring dresses and her 
flower-bedecked hats, so impossible 
to faze, even in the midst of the most 
nonsensical romantic entanglements 
imaginable, you would never guess 
that she was in danger of choking on 
her tongue with every syllable she 
utters. 

On April 21, The Importance of 
Being Earnest launches the €dmon- 
ton Film Society's spring screening 
series—this one devoted to British 
comedies of the ‘40s and ’50s. In 
some ways, Earnest is the odd film 
out among these eight titles. It’s a pe- 
riod film, for one thing, with sump- 
tuous Technicolor photography and 





costumes so expensive and immacu- 
late you can practically visualize the 
designer's sketches as you watch the 
movie. And it's loaded down with 
prestige in a way that the rest of the 
more modestly budgeted films in the 
EFS series aren't—Earnest even be- 
gins from the point of view of some- 
one watching the curtain rise on a 
stage production of the play from a 
luxury box 

Much like Laurence Olivier’s Hen- 
ry V, the “play” quickly turns into a 
“film,” but (except for a clever dis- 
solve from a close-up of Michael 
Redgrave's dressing gown to the 
gardenia he wears in his lapel later 
that day), it never quite shakes off its 
stagebound trappings to turn into a 
fully cinematic experience. It’s a lit- 
tle stuffy and pleased with itself—it’s 
as if it knows it’s a classic already. 

However, it does contain Edith 
Evans’ definitive performance as 
Lady Bracknell, the terrifyingly im- 
perious battleaxe whom Redgrave 
must win over if he hopes to marry 
Joan Greenwood. Lady Bracknell 
doesn't really converse with anyone; 
she grabs them in her pincers like 
a housefly and slowly pulls their 
wings off. It's sublimely funny; 
what other performer could find the 
music in a line like “Rise, sir, from 
this semi-recumbent posture! It is 
most indecorous!” the way Evans 
does? 

British comedy in this period is 
most closely associated with the 
lightly satirical films produced by 
Ealing Studios in West London, 
and three of their best-known titles 
are part of the EFS series, all of 
them from the banner year of 1949: 
Whisky Galore! (May 5), Pass- 
port to Pimlico (May 12), and Kind 
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Hearts and Coronets (June 2)

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It's a healthy little subgenre we've 
got going here—quirky comedies 
about the tortured existence of the 
American middle class. From Little 
Miss Sunshine to The Squid and the 
Whale, an ever-increasing amount 
of indie celluloid currently devoted 
to addressing this pressing problem, 
and now we can add Smart People to 
the list. 

Dennis Quaid is Lawrence Weth- 
erhold, a widowed professor of 
Victorian literature with a healthy 
loathing for the rest of human- 
ity. He’s a self-absorbed asshole, 
the kind of guy who blithely takes 
up two spaces in the university 
parking lot, barely notices his stu- 
dents, and takes his kids for granted. 
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Of course, his daughter Vanessa (El- 
len Page) is no better—she's a sneer- 
ing keener with zero social skills who 
studies her high-school classmates 
as though they were insects, and 
as a result regularly eats alone at 
lunch. Brother James (Ashton Hol- 
mes) at least realizes how dysfunc- 
tional his family is—he keeps his 
own counsel, downplays his rela- 
tionship to his father and sister, and 
tries to stay as far away from them 
as possible. 

It's not a bad move on his part. 
James’ family is utterly clueless as 
to the cause of their unhappiness, 
father and daughter binding tightly 
in misery even as they verbally cas- 
tigate each other. “I don’t think you 
know how to be happy, Vanessa,” 
Lawrence admonishes her at one 
point. “Well, you’re not happy,” she 
retorts, “and you're my role model.” 
Ouch. 

Things shake up with the arrival of 
Lawrence's adopted brother Chuck 
(Thomas Haden Church), a stoned 
slacker who worms his way into 
the household after a seizure leaves 
Lawrence incapable of the looking 





after things, according to an ER 
medic. The doctor who orders this is 
Janet Hartigan (Sarah Jessica Park- 
er), coincidentally an ex-student of 
Lawrence's who was so distressed 
at his treatment of her during her 
school days that she switched her

major from English to biology. Law- 
rence doesn’t remember her, but she 
still nurtures a small crush on this 
stooped, defeated, and bitter man— 
so when he makes a pass at her, she 
accepts, much to Vanessa's mortifi- 
cation. 





And so the stage is set for mis- 
communications, revelations, and 
even redemption. It’s all very well- 
played, with Quaid resisting the 
opportunity to turn his rage into 
scenery-chewing, Page balancing 
her closely maintained class snob- 
bery with glimpses of real loneliness 
and Church turning in a charmingly 
scruffy performance as an easygo 
ing family leech. Even Sarah Jessica 
Parker is quite good as the hesitant 
romantic interest—no hints of her 
Sex and the City mannerisms here- 
and Holmes is excellent as the over 
looked poet in the family. 

But the action tilts off-centre in 4 
way that feels like post-Little Miss 
Sunshine indie formula. Once writ 
er/director Noam Murro sets up his 
premise, he seems to have no idea 
what to do with these well-observed 
characters but put them into mildly 
oddball sitcom situations all leading 
up to a squishy ending, which is 2 
damn shame.

What kind of cop is Tom Ludlow 
(Keanu Reeves)? He awakes from 
a sweaty sleep at the start of David 
Ayer’s Street Kings and instantly 
checks his sidearm, stumbles to the 
can to spit out a mouthful of puke, 
then readies himself for a night of 
work with a few airplane bottles 
of vodka guzzled behind the wheel 
of his speeding car. An excessively 
saucy exchange between Ludlow and 
a pair of Korean businessmen in the 
market for a machine gun ends with 
Ludlow’s ass kicked and his car with 
its trunk full of machine guns spit- 
ting gravel at him as it speeds away. 

All part of the plan, natch—Lud- 
low is just indulging in a little Gib- 
sonesque masochism to lull the bad 
guys into a false sense of security. He 
tails them to a mansion, kills them 
and all their friends and rescues the 
kidnapped 14-year-old sisters they 
have hidden in a cage. When Lud- 
low's former partner (Terry Crews) 
is gunned down in an apparent li- 
quor store robbery, he finds the hit 
fishy and starts pursuing the killers, 
even though the hunt is supremely 
self-destructive. 

In other words, he’s a not-aytpical 
protagonist in the world of hard- 
boiled crime novelist James Ellroy: 
a dogged Los Angeles policeman ob- 
sessed with his work, half-consumed 
by his personal demons, with a code 
of honour that excludes neither bru- 


tality nor instant justice. The trope 
of the bent-but-not-crooked cop 
worked famously in Curtis Hanson's 
adaptation of Ellroy’s L.A. Confiden- 
tial and failed hilariously in Brian de 
Palma’s The Black Dahlia. Unlike 
those movies, Street Kings was ac- 
tually screenwritten by Ellroy (with 
Kurt Wimmer and Jamie Moss) 
Director Ayer, who wrote Training 
Day, seems a good choice to lens Ell- 
roy’s lowlife's-eye view of L.A. ruled 
by bad cops, but the result feels odd- 
ly bereft of the trademark intensity 
Ellroy conjures on paper. 

The blame would be pretty easy to 
lay at Keanu Reeves’ feet—he’s not 
especially suited to a role that calls 
for him to display seething, obses- 
sive rage, but as usual, he’s plausible 
as a guy just figuring out what's go- 
ing on around him. Ludlow remains 





the most heinous lapse of morality 
in the many layers of savage corrup- 
tion. Hugh Laurie, as the LAPD in- 
ternal investigator hounding Ludlow 
for his frequent and deadly discharge 
of a firearm, also seems slightly de- 
mented. The actors are obliged to 
say things like “Do the department 
a favour, Captain Biggs, and wash 
your mouth out with buckshot” and 
“Of course | remember you--I did 
the autopsy on your wife”—so why 
not play it a little crackers? 

Cedric the Entertainer, Common, 
and The Game enjoy brief cameos 
that seem positively naturalistic by 
comparison, and there's a bunch of 
bad po-leece who seem to enjoy a 
good murder, led by Jay Mohr with 
a funny mustache. Chris Evans is 
in it for a little bit too and Naomie 
Harris shows up as the lovely widow

a cipher for most of the movie, his 
actions determined by the necessi- 
ties of plot rather than any coherent 
sense of who this guy is and why a 
pretty, intelligent nurse (Martha 
Higareda) would want anything to 
do with him. But she’s just one un- 
convincing detail among dozens in 
a movie that constantly undermines 
its harsh, gritty tone with cheap ac- 
tion-flick overkill. 

In truth, none of the stars are do- 
ing their best work here—Forest 
Whitaker's wack-a-doo portrayal of 
Captain Jack Wander, commander 
of Ludlow's squad of renegade cops, 
leaves little doubt who will represent 
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who becomes Ludlow’s vehicle for 
atonement. 

There's some exciting chasing and 
plenty of gunplay, as the filmmak- 
er’s interest in his main character's 
evolving moral quandaries is con- 
sistently trumped by his interest in 
making his violence look super-cool. 
Like most vigilante yarns, this one 
has a self-justifying streak that ex- 
cuses the protagonist's penchant for 
cruelty as it hurtles toward an end- 
ing that's just dumb. Not that it mat- 
ters much—whatever its hardboiled 
intentions, Street Kings is definitely 
not to be taken seriously. Unlike all 
those other Keanu Reeves movies...

THE TEN-CENT PLAGUE: THE GREAT COMIC-BOOK 
SCARE AND HOW IT CHANGED AMERICA 
By David Hajdu. Douglas & Mcintyre. 434 pp. $26 





In 1948, Americans were buying 
somewhere between 80 and 100 
million comic books a month, gen- 
erating about $72 million in revenue 
annually. If “mainstream” publish- 
ing was making more money, it was 
only because a hardcover novel cost 
20 times more than a 10-cent issue 
of Crime Does Not Pay. 

But money did not buy comic 
books respectability: comics publish- 
ers tended to be independent entre- 
preneurs operating on the fringes, 
their artists and writers largely 
drawn from segments of society— 
‘Jews, blacks, women—who found it 
difficult to get jobs in the WASPier, 
more prestigious companies. 

And comic books gloried in top- 
ics that other publishers wouldn't 
touch: from romances featuring 
teenage lovers sneaking around be- 
jhind their parents’ backs to lurid 
tales of sin, violence, adultery, crime, 
and horror. 

A lot of it was unrepentant trash, 
but for the kids (and plenty of older 
readers) who loved them, comics 
had a lowdown vitality that spoke to 
them in a way that nothing else in 
pop culture could equal. 

“7 By 1956, the entire industry was 
almost dead. And, unlike EC Comics 
mascot The Crypt-Keeper, it didn't 
feel much like laughing about it. 

The immediate culprit was one 
man: a crusading German-born psy-

cade or more to publish insipid, sani- 
tized comics in compliance with the 
Draconian “Comics Code Author- 
ity.” That is, if they didn’t go bank- 
rupt first. 

But as author David Hajdu points 
out in his engrossing new book 
The Ten-Cent Plague: The Great 
Comic-Book Scare and How It 
Changed America, anti-comics 
sentiment had been brewing for 
more than a decade earlier. Mass 
burnings of comic-books had taken 








place in several American cities, and 


at least 50 municipalities had taken 
steps to keep the more extreme com- 
ics—and make no mistake: some of 
the books in question would make 
even €li Roth blanch—out of the 
hands of children.

the ‘50s and ’60s)—has provided 
the fullest account yet of the rise and 
near-collapse of the comics industry. 

Not only has he tracked down 
many of the artists whose careers 
were ruined by the anti-comics 
crackdown, many of whom had 
never been interviewed before about 
their experiences, but he also talks to 
comics collectors, who turn out to be 
the mirror opposite of the passive, 
intellectually stunted juveniles of 
Wertham’s imagination. 

The book is also a vivid piece of 
social history, capturing a moment 
in time when an entire generation 
of children began pulling away from 
their parents and developing a unique 
culture with its own irreverent tastes 
and values. It's the story of the birth 
of youth culture—a culture that has 
evolved in ways that not even Hajdu

whole-heartedly approves of. 

David Hajdu spoke to SEE from his 
office at Columbia University in New 
York. 


SEE Magazine: What drew you to 
this material? You dabbled in car- 
toons and illustrations when you 
were younger—was that part of the 
appeal? Or was it just that this was a 
story that you felt had not been fully 
told before? 

David Hajdu: Yes. My background 
is as a journalist, so I’m conditioned 
to tell untold stories, or stories I can 
bring something new to. 

Now, when I first started poking 
around this subject area, | was un- 
sure whether it would yield an ar- 
ticle or a critical essay, or something 
larger. I really didn't know until I was 
knee-deep in the research that there 
was so much here. 

In previous writing about com- 
ics and the culture of the ’50s, the 
most you'll usually get is a couple of 
paragraphs here and there mention- 
ing that there was some controversy 
about comics, and it’s usually depict- 
ed as the work of this zealot Fredric 
Wertham who stirred up a few cra- 
zies and reactionaries. 

But Wertham didn’t just come out 
of nowhere. The controversy actu- 
ally started around 1940—it was not 
just a phenomenon of the 1950s—and 
it riveted all of North America. 

SEE; You conducted a lot of inter- 
views with comics artists and writers 
for the book. I was wondering if you 
could talk about why that was so im- 
portant for you, and whether it was 
difficult at all to get them to open up 
about their experiences in the com- 
ics industry. You get the feeling that a 
lot of them really clammed up about 
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their comics work, especially in the 
wake of the Senate hearings, when 
saying you were a comics artist was 
like telling people you created child 
pornography for a living. 

DH: Well, it was very important 
to me. Firstly, in the contemporary 
reports about the controversy, com- 
ics artists and writers weren't in- 
terviewed. And even in the Senate 
hearings, no comic-book artists were 
asked to testify. That whole side of 
the war is scarcely represented at 
all! 

And secondly, a great many of 
the people who suffered most as a 
result of the clampdown on comics 
have never been interviewed at all 
There are several artists and writers 
from the '30s, ’40s, and '50s who've 
since gone on to make appearances 
at comics conventions and so on, 
but they’re mostly people who came 
back into the field years later when it 
recovered. 

But there are all sorts of people 
who were driven out of work and 
never worked in comics again and 
sort of disappeared. Their stories are 
lost! So to get the story of the people 
who suffered most, I really needed to 
find the witnesses to the events and 
talk to them. j 

SEE: Why weren't thé artists and 
writers asked to testify, anyway? 

DH: That's a great question, The 
reason, I think, can partly be tracked 
to Wertham’s rationale. In his book 
Seduction of the Innocent, he de- 
scribes comics artists as jobbers; he 
actually has the nerve to say, “Nobody 
does crime comics by choice.” He 
depicts this Machiavellian, Faustian 
scenario where these sad, desperate 
people are forced into some kind of 
servitude, forced against their will to 
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draw comics. 

And the precise opposite was true! 
Everyone I could find actually rev- 
eled in the freedom that comics pro- 
vided, and they felt they were more 
welcome in comics than they would 
have been in other arenas like maga- 
zines or advertising. They believed 
in what they were doing! 

SEE: How legitimate do you think 


_the fears of parents and teachers 


and authority figures were regard- 
ing these comics? I mean, some of 
them were pretty extreme. How 





much of the anti-comics sentiment 
was based on this dubious belief that 
comics caused juvenile delinquency, 
and how much of it was a gut-level 
feeling that a lot of this stuff was 
inappropriate for a 13-year-old to be 
looking at? 

DH: I think those are both true. 
In a macro sense, what was hap- 
pening was that comics were doing 
Something that parents didn’t un- 
derstand—they were expressing a 
sensibility that really rattled adults

because it was so different from the 
frame of reference in which they 
grew up, this raucous, wild fixation 
on wrongdoing and bad behaviour, 
this cynicism toward authority. 

It was difficult for parents to come 
to terms with what they found on 
the pages when they finally decided 
to look. It all gets very thorny and 
hard to quantify definitively, but you 
also find kids changing and acting 
in a rabble-rousing way and adopt- 
ing various modes of behaviour that 
were pathologized as “juvenile delin- 
quency.” And parents blamed comics 
for a lot of that. 

That said, I have a son who's about 
to turn five, and I would be uncom- 
fortable with him seeing many of the 
comics that parents were outraged 
by in 1948, Free speech is one thing, 
but when young people are involved, 
I think being a parent carries the re- 
sponsibility, the duty, to ensure their 
kids are exposed to the influences 


versy as a battle over the right of kids 
to even have tastes and thoughts of 
their own 

DH: The key issue is an intellectual 
one: it’s the relative nature of aes- 
thetic values. Which makes the book 
sound like Derrida or something, 
but there it is. The issue of taste is 
what got [EC Comics publisher] Bill 
Gaines in so much trouble when he 
testified at the Senate hearings and 
landed him on the front page the 
next day—he dared to defend these 
comics on the grounds of taste. 

And not just taste, but the right of 
young people to have their own taste, 
and by extension, the right to have a 
different set of social and aesthetic 
values from their parents, which 
boils down to being different people 
from their parents. And to a parent, 
that notion is terrifying! It suggests 
our own system of values is dubious 
or outmoded—which means we our- 
selves are out of date too.

he just didn’t stand a chance. One 
thing that's very illuminating is that 
rock 'n’ roll came along just a cou- 
ple of years later—why wasn’t rock 
’n’ roll snuffed out the way comics 
were? Why weren't rock ’n’ roll art- 
ists driven out of work? What's the 
difference? 

Well, I think the differences are 
largely economic. There were no 
large companies publishing comics 
and not as much money going to the 
corporate power centres of Ameri- 
can industry. It’s going to fringe op- 
erators—there was no equivalent of 
RCA or Columbia Records in com- 
ics. Which made these folks easy 
targets. 

SEE: So is there anything those of 
us in the present can learn from the 
comic-book scare? Is the uproar over 
violent video games, for instance, 
just the same old story all over again, 
or is there something different about 
this new debate? 
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that serve them best. 

Now that said, the issue of how 
kids are best served is a really com- 
plicated one. The presence of evil 
in comics isn't by itself a bad thing. 
I mean, there’s evil in the Bible. It’s 
part of the reality of life, and I think 
there’s a risk in shielding kids from 
reality. Even in their gruesomeness 
and violence, comics provide a venue 
in which to work out issues of good 
and bad in their mind. 

SEE: It’s interesting how in the 
book, you frame a lot of the contro- 
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SEE: That account of Gaines’ di- 
sastrous testimony before the Senate, 
where he’s running on a tankful of 
Dexedrine, No-Doz, and Coca-Cola, 
is one of the most gripping passages 
in the book.

And you can't help but 
think that as a culture, we've gotten 
inured and anesthetized to violence.

Week to week here at SEE, I try to 
avoid driving you, the reader, up 
the wall by inflecting my columns 
with personal details. But if you'll 
indulge me for just a moment on 
a point of pride, I'd like to tell you 
that this particular week, my univer- 
sity career drew to a close. I finished 
with a B.A. in English Literature and 
Film Studies. Yep, I can smell the 
murky job prospects already! And 
now I’m faced with one ubiquitous 
question: “So what does that get 
you?” 

Over these past few years, my only 
consolation from the jeers of practi- 
cal-minded career types has been my 
ability to sink my teeth into popular 
culture with the best of them, thanks 
in part to expensive doses of liter- 
ary history. I relish explaining The 
Sopranos to some of my friends, 
for instance, but I’d never admit out 
loud that it can be read as a modern 
send-up of Greek tragedy—that kind 
of brass will get my elitist, hifalutin’ 
ass kicked. 

Well, Edmonton Opera artistic di- 
rector Brian Deedrick is a man after 
my own heart. Anyone can tell you 
that Sir John Falstaff is the semi-fic- 
titious, lascivious lush from Shake- 
speare’s Henry IV, Henry V, and The 
Merry Wives of Windsor. But Deed- 
rick would rather go farther and tell 
you that Verdi's Falstaff is the best 
way to close out Edmonton Opera's 
44th season simply because of its 


hero's pop-culture currency. He even 


mentions John Candy. 

“Judd Apatow has revived it in a 
way,” Deedrick says, “this chubby, 
scheming character. There's some- 
thing about the John Candy-esque 
clown who irritates and infuriates us 
but also hints at something beauti- 
fully contemplative. There’s often 
something so beautifully bittersweet 
about him that we end up siding with 
him in the end—and in a way, the 
Falstaff character has never disap- 
peared.” 

As the only commedia lirica in 
Verdi's lengthy operagraphy and one 
of only three based on Shakespeare, 
Falstaff holds a unique place among 
admirers of the Italian composer. Its 
refined comic pacing is not an easy 
thing to master, which may be why 
Edmonton Opera has never before 
taken on the famous comedy. 

“It's killing me!” Deedrick laughs. 
“Anyone familiar with theatre or op- 
era will tell you that comedy is much 
more difficult to stage than a drama. 
This is Verdi at his most intricate: 
everything has to be staged in a way 
that ensures the comic rhythm is 
as such—the bang-boom delivery of 
those comic moments. We want to 
ensure that the audience will catch 
the backside of things—the cheeky 
aspect. 

“Honestly it’s been such a treat... 
The production was terrifying and 
exhilarating because everyone was 
doing it for the first time.... Every- 
one showed an inventive and excit- 
ing lack of inhibition. It's Monty 
Python meets Shakespeare, and that 
alone makes it fascinating. Here is a 
man who composed this wonderful 
work in his 80s, pretty much over 
the hill, and it shows such a youthful 
exuberance. I love the comic energy. 
I’m reminded of the great screwball 
comedies of the 1930s, but instead of 
Harpo and Chico we've got Bardolfo 
and Pistola!”

“This is not fun,” says David Lar- 
son (Jesse Gervais), one half of the 
adulterous couple that motivates 
the drama in Craig Wright's Orange 
Flower Water. He's in the middle of a 
shitty, irrational argument with Beth 
Youngquist (Tracy Penner) about 
their future together, which is really 
just an occasion for him to say aloud 
all the resentful things he’s been 
thinking since their affair became 
known to both David's brainy, brittle 
wife Cathy (Twilla MacLeod) and 
Beth’s loutish husband Brad (Mark 
Stubbings). No fun at all. 

Arguably, Orange Flower Water— 
the mainstage maiden voyage of 
Wayne Paquette and John Sproule’s 
Blarney Productions—is not about 
fun. It's mostly about how awful 
people feel even when they're doing 
what they think is best for them- 
selves, and it doesn’t stint on depict- 
ing the suffering everyone is forced 
to endure. The set, a double bed with 
a gauzy backdrop, accommodates 
chairs so the characters not current- 
ly engaged in the scene can sit and 
look on mutely at the emotional car- 
nage wrought when Beth and David 
decide to leave their families in order 
to be together. 

Well, to say they “decide” is a bit 
of an overstatement—rather, their 
hands are forced by Brad, who catch- 
es Beth out about being unfaithful 
and calls Cathy to tell her. As much 
as they want to put a halt to it and 
patch things up, the spurned part- 
ners only speed the dissolution of 
their respective households. No one 
gets off lightly, that’s for sure, least 
of all the audience.

Orange Flower Water presents a 
heap of challenges to director Pa- 
quette and his young-but-seasoned 
cast. The characters, the situations, 
the high emotional pitch of the 
whole play, if poorly handled, would 
be intolerable. Selfish people and the 
terrible things they do and say to get 
what they want—who wants to watch 
that for 90 minutes? Fortunately, 
Paquette and his cast seize on the 
play’s grim wit and the characters’ 
yearning for connection and mean- 
ing as much as the discord they sow.

What began as a backstage joke at 
a performance of Macbeth 12 years 
ago has turned into something of a 
goldmine for actor Rick Miller. 

Melding voices from The Simp- 
sons with the script from Macbeth 
might seem like a hamhanded prop- 
osition—not too far removed from 
the Fringe actors who performed 
episodes of Gilligan’s Island while 
dressed as beatniks, but Miller has 
taken the concept much farther than 
that. Worldwide praise for the diz- 
zyingly paced, 75-minute theatre/ 
cartoon mashup has kept the con- 
cept commercially viable for the 
Montreal-based thespian, but it’s the 
sly underlying message that makes it 
more than a one-note joke. 

Of courseit really is aone-note joke, 
though Miller’s not-so-subtle com- 
ment on the intersection between 
pop culture and high art—wrapped 


up ina little musical number at the 
end—gives it a bit more punch. In 
truth, he really didn’t need to do this 
to make MacHomer work—Miller 
could’ve just coasted on his close-to- 
perfect mastery of practically every 
one of Matt Groening’s creations 
and it would’ve flown, though the 
immediate guilty pleasure in hearing 
such familiar voices desecrating the 
Bard would’ve waned much more 
quickly if he hadn't. 

Fifty-four - Simpsons characters 
make appearances in MacHomer, 
from perennial second and third 
bananas like Jasper and Hans 
Moleman to the expected Homer 
(“MacHomie” to his wife), Barney, 
Smithers and Mr. Burns. Marge 
is, of course, Lady Macbeth, while 
irritating neighbour Ned Flanders 
plays Banquo in the same milque- 
toast manner with which he presides 
over the Leftorium. Mr. Burns can 
only be Duncan, King of Scotland, 
while his infatuated aide Smithers 
is Malcolm, the king's eldest son— 
which gives Smithers’ unrequited 
love for his boss an incestuous 
twist. 

The jokes—some culled from the 
series, others consisting of jabs di- 
rected at other cartoons, television, 
and Shakespeare in general—are 


broad at times, sly-at others» Th: 
dialogue moves so fast that ofter 
comprehension dawns:a beat or tw: 
later, while other lines land some 
what clumsily. The residents o 
Springfield drop in and out of their 
roles, forgetting chunks of speeches 
their personalities coming out at od: 
moments—Homer’s “Is this a dag 
ger I see before me... or a pizza? 
is probably one of the most-quote: 
lines. 

The best parts are the ones that 
nail the characters speaking through 
their parts—Homer turning to ea 
gerly make shadow puppets of killer 
dogs against the wall as his explana 
tion for the death of Duncan, or Bar- 
ney sliding into an alcoholic reverie 
while breaking down at the murder 
of his family. 

MacHomer has grown in techni- 
cal sophistication since its original 
Fringe version more than a decade 
ago, but Miller still keeps it a fairly 
basic production: video screen (with 
animation), smoke machine, video 
camera, cardboard puppets. All ex- 
cellent additions, but in the end it 
comes down to Miller's. relentless 
pacing and uncanny ability to slide 
between voices and personas, for 
which the man deserves Kodos. Er—| 
mean kudos.

Then again, what could be more 
vulnerable than a small brown rab- 
bit on a snow-covered hill in the 
middle of winter? He is a tiny brown 
splotch on the vast white canvas of 
an abstract expressionist painting: 
stark, surprising, and wrong. About 
1,999 splotches short of a Pollock, 
and one trip of the paw away from 
coyote kibble. 

As I walk up the first set of stairs, 
the snow softens my step, and Brown 
Rabbit does not hear me. He is up 
on his hind legs, eating berries off a 
spindly branch. He looks like my cat 
reaching up a screen to bat a fly, but 
without the Jell-O gut. Once | start 
to rattle the bag, he stops and runs 
over, slamming on the brakes at a 
safe distance to await his treat. I lean 
over and empty the bag. Attempts to 
hand-feed Brown Rabbit have failed 
He gets close, but not too close. Just 
my kind of guy. 

I realize I'm teetering on a stereo- 
type. I’m single, over 30, and I have 
a cat. But just to be clear, it’s just one 
cat. So what if I stuff vegetables into 
the back of my jacket, making my 
rear look deformed? And anyway, 
who cares if people give me strange 
looks as I stop half way down the 
hill and dump stuff over a railing? 


Am I supposed to run up to every 
jogger and say, “It’s for the rabbit!” 
That would be like Randy Quaid in 
Christmas Vacation hosing a nox- 
ious substance into a sewer and yell- 
ing to the neighbour, “The shitter’s 
full!” Yeah? Who cares, loser? 

One sunny Saturday I decided to 
photograph Brown Rabbit. Along 
with the usual carrots and, as a treat, 
some dried cranberries (organic— 
the sugar content of the regular 
variety is very high... hey... c’mon, 
it's about the same price... sort of), 
I slipped my digital camera into my 
back pocket and set out hoping that 
Brown Rabbit was up for a photo 
shoot. As I approached the stairs, I 
could see BR balled up near the first 
set of bushes. His shiny fur looked 
almost red in the sun. 

I positioned myself a few steps 
below Brown Rabbit, my camera al- 
most parallel to his head. I pressed 
the button. The lens retracted and the 
camera shut off. I tried again. Same 
thing. Not having read the manual, 
I shook the camera and pressed a 
few other buttons. Nothing. I tried 
a different angle, out of the direct 
sunlight, Brown Rabbit throwing 
one “fierce” pose after another my 
way, but every time | turned it on, it 
would turn off as soon as I tried to 
take a picture. 

The batteries had been replaced 
recently so it didn’t make any sense, 


unless you believe in karmic con- 
spiracies. Was it the cold, although 
it was only minus-two? Or the jos 
tling around in my pocket with the 
broccoli and the organic dried cran- 
berries? Were Brown Rabbit and | 
doomed to be the Jimmy Stewart and 
Harvey of the 21st century? 

People believe me, | think. 

March 2008: It’s Easter Sunday 
and I haven't seen Brown Rabbit for 
almost three weeks. In my hand, a 
Purdy’s dark chocolate rabbit. As | 
dunk the bunny in steaming coffee 
and bite off his brown head, | feel a 
little sad, knowing that I will never 
know Brown Rabbit's story, never 
know why or how he arrived on the 
hill, probably never know where 
he buggered off to, or if he’d met a 
more sinister fate. 

Melted chocolate oozes from the 
corners of my mouth as I silently 
thank Brown Rabbit for displacing 
my affections this winter. 

Later that day, I go for a walk 
and meet a pair of Canada geese 
sitting on the hill, beside the path, 
like garden gnomes but without the 
suspenders and the Lucky Charms 
grin. As I get closer, the larger one 
starts moving his head up and down, 
which is international bird language 
for “Move along, asshole.” 

I carry on my way, marveling at 
how large and beautiful geese are. 

I wonder what they eat...

This week, Jill and Mandy venture 
to the depths of artistic expression 
(otherwise known as The Fringe Gal- 
lery), where Double Take, a group 
show of paintings by Beth Pederson, 
Neil McClelland and Jana Hargarten, 
awaits your eyes. 





Mandy: | felt a lack of cohesive- 
ness too, although I think it had more 
to do with how differently all three 
artists work, aesthetically speaking. 
Beth's cutout/instillation paintings 
intentionally confuse the space, 
making you question the surround- 
ing area and the works within it. In 
relation to Neil and Jana’s more tra- 
ditional image-on-wall mode of pre- 
sentation, I found I wasn’t as open to 
Beth’s quasi-surreal approach. 

Jill: Beth needed her own show, I 
think. Neil and Jana’s works went to- 
gether just fine (maybe a bit too well, 
in fact, as I often couldn't tell at first 
glance which ones were which), but 
Beth's work got lost in the shuffle. | 
realize that's part of her point, but I 
just think that having three different 
artists in one small venue like that 
was a bit insane. But taking them on

for the actual paintings, I found a 
lot of them pretty dark, in tone and 
mood. Do you know the rel tionship 
between the artists thernselves? Do 
you know why—or can you make a 
speculation as to why—they decided 
to show together? 

Mandy: Their artists’ statement 
was about how all three of them us¢ 
everyday, banal objects in their art

ration, and how this can affect our 
Own interactions with the world that 
surrounds us. Or at least, that’s what 
I gathered from it 

Jill: I see. Did you notice any sort 
of a narrative happening between 
the works that wouldn't have been 
there if the artists had shown sepa 
rately? 

Mandy: Well, | think that any time 
works by different artists are shown 
together, we automatically compare 
them with each other. What does 
this artist do that is different from 
the others, what's similar about their 
work, why are they being shown to 
gether at all? With-this show, | didn't 
really see the connection about us- 
ing everyday objects until I read the 
statement. I don't know if that's a 
testament to the subtlety of the con- 
cept, the success of its integration, 
or my own obtuseness. 

Jill: | hate to say this, but “ev- 
eryday objects” is not enough of a 
theme to link up a whole show; it 
seems like a bit of a copout to me 
Each individual artist's body of work 
was strong, but together they didn't 
do each other justice. I don’t know 
how much consideration there was 
to how the show as a whole would 
look, and I think that did the work a 
disservice. But if you can look past 
that, damn, there sure are some re- 
ally neat paintings in that bunch.

Brown Rabbit 
Of The Stairs 


I'M NOT OBSESSED... IT'S JUST... 
THERE'S THIS RABBIT... 





November 2007: | saw a small 
brown rabbit today while I was walk- 
ing near the river. It’s the third time 
I've seen him. It’s very unusual to 
see a small brown rabbit in Edmon- 
ton this time of year, or really, any 
time of year. As far as I know, the 
only rabbits that are indigenous to 
the city are big, clown-footed hares. 
This little guy must be a domestic 
rabbit someone abandoned, or lost, 
but whatever his origin, he now lives 
near the stairs on the lower path of 
Louise McKinney Park. 

It was cold today, about -15 Celsius, 
but the bright sun made the air spar- 
Kle, a dazzling distraction from my 
nostrils freezing shut. As my boots 
Squeaked against the packed snow 
on the stairs, I must have startled the 
rabbit. He jumped out in front of me 
and ran across the path. I wished I'd 
stuffed my pockets with M&Ms or 
Something. I really don’t know what 
rabbits eat in the winter, I don’t know 
how any little animal or bird sur- 
vives. I say hello. I want it to know I 
Mean no harm. 


There's lots of yellow grass poking 
through the snow on the hill above 
the path. Is this what rabbits eat? 
What about domestic rabbits? If my 
cat Molly ever got away, would she 
be able to fend for herself in the wild, 
without 4:30 a.m. feedings and salt 
and vinegar chips? Is a black-capped 
chickadee tastier than a freshly 
baked raspberry scone from the Wild 
Earth Bakery? And then there's the 
comfort thing. I have to stop myself 
from thinking of all the shivering 
birds in the trees at night as Molly 
and I cocoon ourselves in my down- 
filled duvet. 

December 2007: A friend has given 
me a bag of timothy hay, although 
it looks suspiciously like a bag of 
grass and not the kind you spread 
lawn chairs on. As I hang over the 
side of the steps and drop the hay, 
some of it tangles in the brush that 
borders the stairs but most of it 
reaches the ground. Brown Rabbit 
leaps into action, his jaws grinding 
in a kind of circular way, like an old 
woman chewing a piece of ham. I've 
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also brought a baggie of carrots and 
broccoli stems, which I empty on his 
head. Sorry, pal: no aim. 

Brown Rabbit, casually and with- 
out the slightest hint of surprise that 
food is falling from the sky, turns his 
head to the right and starts eating a 
carrot. Like me, he does not finish 
one mouthful before another is shov- 
eled in, and I am fascinated by how

fast he can devour a carrot. I stand 
there watching vegetables disappear 
from the snow. At one point he does 
a kind of half-hop over to a celery 
leaf, the “green ones” apparently not 
worth a full effort. 

January 2008: It’s 32 below and I 
don’t know if I'll see Brown Rabbit 
again. I dropped off some veggies and 
hay last Saturday. He calmly moved

his twitching nose toward a carrot 
and started munching, as if the car- 
rot was expected, nothing special. | 
sat down on the stair and watched 
him eat, I was so full of joy I could 
hardly turn away. | think a lot of my 
energy is displaced. | should actu 
ally be attending to a husband, or a 
kid, or my long-suffering illustration 
“career,” but here I am, in the river 
valley, feeding an abandoned rabbit 
that will surely die this winter—if not 
from the cold, then at the hands of 
one of the skinny coyotes that patrol 
the ravine, looking for poodles and 
smal! children 

I'm not the only one feeding him. 
I see evidence of previous drop-offs 
Other people with displaced affec- 
tions. I don’t know what kind of set- 


up he has under the stairs. Maybe 








if he’s dug himself a burrow (with 
insulation and a hot tub), he might 
have a chance. But he’s a domestic 
rabbit, and he just doesn’t have the 
feet for this kind of weather. 

Then again, | saw a white jackrab- 
bit running for a tree this morning. 
He folded himself into the side of the 
tree, completely still and almost in- 
visible, his white body a drift of snow, 
and | never would have seen him if 
he hadn't been running. Seems to me 
White Hare is just as vulnerable as 
Brown Rabbit this week because un- 
less you're a walrus or a polar bear, 
this cold kills. The wind on the rect- 
angle of exposed skin just below my 
eyes feels like a blade of steel digging 
into my cheek, forcing tears to spill 
over and freeze on my eyelashes. 

I’ve been outside for less than five 
minutes. No, I don't think I'll see 
Brown Rabbit again. 

February 2008: Brown Rabbit 
lives! 

It's snowing heavily. 1 had not in- 
tended to walk in a storm, but it 
was going to be too cold to walk in 
the river valley in the following days 
and I wanted to deliver some snacks 
to Brown Rabbit to “tide him over” 
until it warmed up again. Cold, wet 
flakes drive into my ears and my eyes 
tear up from the wind as I near the 
stairs. 

There’s always a slight whiff of... 
oh, I don’t know, obsession, in my 
pursuits. Brown Rabbit does not wait 
for me. He does not wonder why I’m 
here some days and not others. Why 
there are carrots some days and not 
others. He is all present tense. But as 
a champion anthropomorphosist, I 
can see the fear and loneliness is his 
large eyes, I can feel his cold and his 
hunger. 

I think he recognizes me, and I 
want to bury him in my coat, call 
him George, and take him home, but 
I can’t. Or won't. I don’t know... |am 
conflicted about Brown Rabbit. If I 
were a different kind of person, not 
someone averse to action, to involve- 
ment, would I have already found a 
way to rescue Brown Rabbit? Or am1 
doing the right thing (as recommend- 
ed by several rescue organizations) 
by leaving him where he is clearly 
able to take care of himself (with 
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
